Pursuant to M.P.E.P. §713.04, Applicants submit the following statement of the 
substance of a telephonic interview held on Febmary 1, 2006 between Examiner Eric S. 
DeJong and Brett Lovejoy in connection with the above-identified application. Applicants 
wish to thank Examiner DeJong for the courtesies extended in the Examiner Interview. 

Objections to the Specification. Examiner DeJong and attorney for Applicants 
discussed the objection to URLs present in the specification. Examiner DeJong explained 
that browser-executable code was not permissible in the patent application specification. 
Attorney for Applicants duly noted this explanation and agreed to remove any recitation of 
the phrase "http://" or "www" firom the specification. 

Rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph, Examiner DeJong 
and attorney for Applicants also discussed the rejection of claims 14, 15, 17, 20, 22, 39, 42, 
45-47, and 58 imder 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for reciting the phrase "plurality of 
genotypic data structures that are not in said one or more genotypic data structures" in the 
independent claims. Attomey for Applicants explained that there was written support for this 
phrase in the specification. Examiner DeJung agreed with Attomey for Applicants on this 
issue. Examiner DeJung noted that the proposed amendment in the Response would be 
sufficient to overcome the written description rejection of record. 
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This Statement of the Substance of the Interview is not to be construed as a response 
to the outstanding Office Action mailed on July 20, 2005. Applicant have filed a response to 
the Office Action mailed on July 20, 2005 as a separate paper.
